NEWS FROM THE CAPITAL 

Continued from last week 

The net was designed to 
crerce the banks into either do¬ 
ing as the Alberta government 
illegally desired or else leave the 
province be said. He ridicule 1 
the idea that 11 a bank paid $2- 
000,000 in taxes it would cost 
the bank nothing. Suppose 
that instead of paying by 
cheque, a bank paid in cash, said 
Mr. Tilley. lie maintained that 
there was, in fact, ro intention 
by those responsible for the bill 
that the banks should pay in 
cash. Or if the e was, did it 
•vot suggest that the amount of 
tax and the large sum necessary 
to furnish the reserve for extra 
provincial payments under the 
proposed Social Credit scheme 
had close relationship to each 
other? 

“The legislation before the 
court is part of a schema to 
start in Alberta a new system of 
of banking and currency, to co- 
trol by expansion or contraction 
of credit the economic affairs of 
Alberta and affect those outside,’ 
said Mr. Tilley. "The preamble 
of the Bank of Canada act and 
the recital to the statute we sra 
dealing with are alike The 
dominion has a system which h 
within its own legislatve com¬ 
petence for Canada. The means 
adopted by the dominion are rot 
satisfactory to Alberta and they 
propose to take charge of the 
matter themselves And it I 
ultra vires of the prwi-ce.” 

Mr. Tillev read to the court 
the prenmb'e of the Panic of 
Canada act , showing that it is 
the function of the Bank of 
Canada to control currency red 
credit in Canada. The pream¬ 
ble and the Pertinent sections of 
the Bank of Canada act were 
read us fojlows: 

"Whereas it is desirabl" to es¬ 
tablish a cantial bank in Canada 
to regulate credit and currency 
in the best, interests of the eco¬ 
nomics life of the ration, to con¬ 
trol and protect the external 
value of the national monetnrv 
unit and to mitigate hv its in¬ 
fluence fluctuations in the gen¬ 
eral level of production, trade 
prices and employment, ns far as 
may be possible within the scan, 
of monetary action, an I gene--, 
allv to promote the economic 
and financial welfare of the 
dominion, 'therefore IHis Mai- 
esty by and with the advice and 
consent of the senate and the 
house of commons of Canada 
enacts, etc."

feeding period ol the year is 120 
'ays, at 11,200 per day, gives 
is a total for rtock feed and 
abor cf $141,OoO. Quite a sum 
sn't it, and til's is in addition 
to the prices received for beets, 
;rain and other produce sold be- 
lore the feeding season sets in. 

Of course, this $1,200 is nut 
profit. However it stimulates 
business and in a naturally sjow 
seas:n keeps tilings moving and 
puts a little inonov in circulation 
for the payment ol‘ groceries, 
■lothing, fuel fu the laborers 
and money l’or ttie feed for the 
livestock. Then too the industry 
of stock-feeding seems cn the in¬ 
crease every year seeing two or 
three new ones trying their 
luck at feeding a few beef or 
lambs. 

Like everything else this bus¬ 
iness has its slim seasons, tut it 
appears from past results that 
the good feeqer aiways makes a 
proft for his labors. The good 
| feeder however is the man who 
i has shelter, f :ed, water, and the 
foresight to spe that the stock 
' are regularly and properly fed, 

I and kept on the increase every 
day they are on teed.

'would look very inviting to 
; many distriui, where from 
' w’heat harvest in the fell to the
